'I'hose who e.snn* e.\ne« ting to see 
th«* Maeoinlx r eligibles go tliroiigli their i»;n-es, w«*re 
doomed to disaitpoiiithient. unless they timed their 
visit at the Innir tlie milkman is m.aking his rmimls. 
Long before the snn had Iwgtm to paint the eastern 
horiz<Ji:. trainer Jennings had his D**rby charges out 
for some .stiff work .and the few sleepy railiurds 
who made it their business t«» Im* on hand were given 
mmb food for serious tiionght, f<*r the eolts worked 
l*etter tlmii they Innl <!one sim-e tlieir arrival her*'. 
In pairs they wer#- sent a mile and all showetl m> 
finely, with an abundance of sp«‘ed and a disposition 
to go on. Tliey eovered the inib* in 1 :-12 or there- 
alHMits and ]*nlled up sound. North Star III. and 
War Star went t(»g«*tlier as usual and the former 
with Ibixtoii up was eager to run and bad to Im* 
lianl ln*bl. He eonl.l easily liave out«listunc(Ml liis 
stJibleiiiate. Star Mastt*r and Ibdlister went to- 
g»*ther. ebtscly bunched throughout. Le Phevesne 
and Star (Iaz<T ac*-(»mp;uiied eacii other while, Wal 
nut Ila.ll was sent out alone. 

'rr.ainer Jennings was jubil.int after the g.allops 
and m»)re espeeia.lly that of North Star HI., whicli 
lie believes is a real Derb.v horse. He is also jdeased 
with the others am! ilecl:m*s tli.at .aii.v one of the 
nuialHT is gmsl enough to Im* sent after the Derby. 

All Star Working Well for Patterson. 

All Slar. which is Johnson A Billings* second 
A string, in their Derby 1m»w. was milimbered to the 
^B^exlcnt of thref (|uar(ers, the colt traversing the 
^^^olsiiiocc ill All Star is by Sun Star — 

Falling Star, and was ini]»orted from England. 
He is working well for tr.iiner r. T. P.atterson, 
who ina.v tiecidc to start him in the Derby in the 
event that Omar Khay.vain, the stable's clieif as- 
liirant. is unubb* to start. 

Trainer Dan I.«‘li;in had several of the Midilleton 
& Jones Derby colts out and In* let them ijo right 
along. tJu.v Fortune and Oallant Lad were the 
ones and they hooked up for a work at o!ie mile, 
the former showing the greater siH*ed. ruaiiiiig the 
distama* in 1:47%. while Gallant Lad made the 
distance in l:4S-~. 

The lM*st perf«.nnanc(* r<>cordi*d at the Downs this 
spring was that of Basil, a threc-year-old in the 
Wickliffe Stable, wtiicli gallopeil a half laile in 
17%,. 'I’liis was :i splciiditl showing, in view of the 
fact that the going was somewhat deep. This c<dt 
is almost tip to a race and will give a good ac- 
count of himself at Le.xiiigton. 

Some other good moves included the following: 
Fair Mac. seven-eighths in 1:32%; Bomi.v Lassie 
and Sunllash, mile in 1:49; Ed t'niinp, three-quar- 
tcr.H in 1:10%; Wilhite, half in 49. 

At Douglas Park Harry Kelly and Gn*cn Jones 
wen* given short spins to open them up for some 
ambitious work lM*fore lM*ing smit to I.«*xington, 
The Baker colt went live-eighths in 1 ;04. while the 
►Schorr crack displayed thrce-cightlis in 38. 

John K. M.iddcii. :i<*<'ompanicd b.v a party of 
friends, motored over from Ii<‘xiiigton :ind spent 
the entire morning looking over bis big stable of 
horses at the Downs. 

Schuyler L. Parsons, prominent eastern turfman 
and a steward of the Jockey riub. has elosed a 
deal with II. .Xeiisteter. whereby lie sinaires the 
contract on jockey L. Lykes. one of the most prom- 
ising riders of the <lay. The consideration w.is not 
made iniblic, but it is said to be a large anioniit. 
It is stipulated that Lykes is to Ik* turned over to 
bis new employer at the end of the eoining Dong- 
las Park meeting. I util that tiiiM* Howard Dots 

will have first <;ill on the boy. Mr. Parsons h:is 
nrranged to have tiu* boy ride Koh-i-N’our in the 
Ashland Oaks at Lexington. 

Tijuana Selling Race Rule Favored. 

.1. S. Ward was around Isilli kK*al tra«ks yester- 
day getting the horsemen to attaeli their sig- 
iiatiin*s to a petition to Im* presented to the St:ite 
Um'ing t'oinmission at its next regular meeting. 
The iM*tition emlMxlies the views of the local 
liorseiiieii in regards to the contemplated change 
in the selling raee rules. It is practically 

tin* same arrangement that was tried out so siic* 
cessfull.v at Tijuana last winter. ruder this rule 
all cl.'iiiiis for a horse iiiiist be made fifteen 

minutes prior to tin* race for the selling price, 
plus the gross value of the piirsi*. Only those 

iiuviiig horses in a race tan elaini any other 
ln>rse out of that nice. J. N. (hiinden lias writ- 
ten Mr. Ward approving of tin* new rule and pledg- 
ing liis snpiNirt to tin* same when it comes up at 
the com miss ion’s next meeting. 

The I^exington division of the Wickliffe Stable 
will go forward early this morning in charge of 
assistant trainer Alf Holberg. This division will 
eoinprise the following: Basil, Mida, I^and Li'agiie, 

Meliorn, Poor Joe. ('ompatlrc. Felicitation, Hindu 
Dress, Noontide. At*abado. the stable’s chief D(*rl)y 
eligible, w’ill Ik* sent along later on. Benny Kleeg- 
er, tlie stable’s junior rider, will also go with the 
horses. 

In view of the fact that Berlin would undoubt- 
edly attract much snpiKirt in the Derby, owner 
.1. *S. Ward, believing that the name at this time 
is unpopular, is seriously considering the advisa- 
bility of making a change. The colt was origi- 
nally named Sunny Jim, but w'as renamed Berlin 
by Mr. Ward when he acipiired him. He seh*cted 
the name from a certain tyiie of automobile body 
and not from the German capital.

ENGLISH NATIONAL STUD'S FIRST WINNER. 

Off the White, a colt by White Eagle — Miss 

Cue, which won the First-Class Two- Year-Old 
Plate at Phoenix Park, Ireland, on Saturday, 

Maix'h 31, was tired at the National Stnd. He was 
purchased by his trainer J. Burns for forty-five 

guineas at the yearling sales at Newmarket last 
September. This is the first winner from the 

National Stud, which was presented to the gov- 
ernment by CoL Hall Walker in December, 1915.

Aimmg tin* horses missing from the racing of 191f» King Cobalt is b#*st rememhored as a three -year -old 
wln*n In* raced with distinction, lK*ing ix*tnrned winner of seven raees and earning for his owner the snin of 
.8lO,S7r». Altogether King Cob.ilt won tweiif y- four rai*es and $’23.SM> in stable earnings during six .years 
on tin* turf. He is now in the stnd of G. 11. Browne. A familiar name to raising prugniins tliroiigliout 
the eonntry was also inissing last year when No Quarter failed to face the starter. No Qiiartei^ was 
eertainly given “no ipiarter” in a raring way, few liois<*s ever having h(*en raeed as frequently as the old 
gelding. During nine seasons on the turf he started in 3r.l raees, of which nunilier he was N'lieeessftil in 
sixty-ojie and won $1<;.342 in purses. The good mare Lady Pani'liita was another racer which deserved a 
well-earned rest from aetive partiei|iatioii in the streniiuiis life of the race eourse, for this daughter of 
Ogden liad faeeil the barrier 203 times, aehieving a fair measure of success with lifty-one winning raees 
and $21,213 in purses. After eleven yeiirs of eoiitinnous serviee, Merrick was another whieh failed to 
appear in the reeords of 1910.

IRISH HORSES ARRIVE AT WOODBINE. 



Three -Year- Old Iron Cro.ss Star of the Band Sent 
Over by Irish Bloodstock Agency. 



Toronto. Ont., April 23. — The six Irish hor.ses that 
were wintered at the farm of .lohii (JartstioiH*. 
near Aneaster, took up quarters at W«M>dbine yes- 
terday, and form an interesting addition to the rac- 
ing material for the approaching sea.son. Ireland 
has priMluced so many horses of the highest cl.a.ss 
which have lx*en credited to England that Irish 
breeders have recently lieen suci'essfiil in a move- 
ment to establish the identity of their produce by 
the enactment of a regulation that the export cer- 
tificates of all horses bred in Ireland sliall state 
that fact. They hoi»e from tliis to gain in future 
full credit for the excellence of the output of Ire- 
land’s stud farms. The bjind which came in yester- 
<lay were sent out by the Irish Rloo<lstock Agency 
of Dublin, which selected and sent out last year 
Fair Mac, the winner of the Jm-key t’lub Cup, the 
tw’o and a quarter miles race at Woodbine, They 
include one steeplechaser, tlie aged gehliug Never 
Fear, a w’inner of ten races, in Ireland ahd in Eng- 
land, nearly all under big weights. 

The thrm*- year -old Iron Cross is one of the stars 
of the contingent. He nui three times as a two- 
year-old, finishing the season by winning the Cur- 
ragh I*late, one mile, at the Curragh, Kildare, last 
November. Fourteen ran, and Iron Cross won in a 
canter by four lengths. Rai-helor’s Rliss anl Kil- 
croney are excellent prosiK*<*ts, Isith by the su<*cess- 
ful sire, Tredennis. The latter is a son of Kendal, 
and his progeny have w’on 20H races in Ireland and 
England.

Works Fast at Douglas Park and has Improved 
Since Last Year.

lAHiisvillc, Ky., April 23. — Showing the most bril- 
liant workout of the season to date, .1. S. Ward’s 
Kentucky I><*rby cligitde Berlin, eleetrified the 
work-watchers at Douglas Park Friday morning, 
when he ran five-eightlis in and was eased 

up at three-quarters in 1:14. The son of Jim Gaff- 
ney — Autolee, iM‘rformed his task with compara- 
tive ease and n*turned to his stable fr»*sh and strong.

It 
w.ns a most remarkable showing for this stage of the 
training seasim, and makes tiie colt l(N>ni up ns a 
formidable contender for the big race to be decided 
May 12. 

Berlin was acconinaulod in bis trial by the four- 
ye.ar od Fnmkliii. from the same st.able and for 
the first half of the gallon he made t!ie older horse 
appear i-heap. The I)« rl»y colt, with jo<-key (Jross 
up carried close to his Ih‘rby weight, wliile Franklin 
with jockey ('allah.an, alKiard was bi'ing given tiie 
iHMiefit of at least twelve i>ouuds. 

Both riders had b<*en instructed to let their 
mounts go full simmiI for thn*e-4‘iglillis only, but 
the horses were going at sueli a raidd paee tli:it they 
were unalde to take a giMsl hold on them until five- 
eightlis liad lieen traversed. The horses lx*gan at 
the three-quarter iH»st in elose alignment hut Berlin 
sfMin forged ahead of his older rival and showing 
terrifie sp<*ed raeed into a lead tliat the other one 
eould not elose until th«‘.v hit the liomo streteh. At 
this imint Gross took Iterliii hack. ;ind after 
the other horse had reached his flanks the pair came 
heads apart to tlic finishing line. 

Owner Ward Impressed with Work. 

Owner W;ird was mor^* impressed with the g*M»d 
trial than lh<* other horsemen who witnessed it 
and he aff(*rwards de«dared th.it any tliree-year- 
old that e;in give Franklin twelve i>oiinds aiiii 
eanter to him is gooil enough to win tlie Derby. 
And Franklin is sonu* horse at that, as proved 
by bis er.ieking g«»od rare in hast ye.ar’s I)erby. 
in whieb he finished a good third to IJeorgi* Smitli 
and Star Hawk. 

Berlin lias shown wonderful iniprovcnient since 
< iiteriiig the three -year -old stage, more so firoh- 
aldy than any otlier of the Di rhy eligiblcs. I,ast 
year he failed to r.aee up to what owner AVard 
exp<‘i'ted of him, tliis desiiitc the fact that he 
won the Idle Hour Staki*s at Lexington last 
spring, in ailditlon to tliree other races, one of 
whii-li was the Glenview llandiiap at Douglas 
Park, when* he carried IIS ]K»nnds and ran five 
and one-half furlongs in 1:07%. He was troubled 
with a sore month and again one of his legs was 
iMithering him. He has now overeomo all these 
tronhies anil is as sound and heiilthy as a horse 
can Ik*. Ho has setth'd down, runs with a low, 

smooth stride and is well-behaved and traetahlc. 
His owner declared yesterday that in his oiiinion 
the eolt is even better tlnn Dinlge. which last 

,v<*ar was one of the lx*st three-year-ohls in .\meri- 
ea and wliieh late in the sn?nm<*r was sold to A.

SLir Shoot and l‘laudit, .also a young 
HKpirant to stud laurels in Friar Rock, for which 
he gave A. Belmont 10.000 sovereigns last y**ar. 
Mr. Madden is a firm lieliever in having the liest 
stallions that money can buy. and it is thei>*fore 
interesting to mde that Ogden (by Kilwarlin — 
Oriole) was bred here and ex|M»rtcd to the States 
ill utero. that Star Shoot (by Isinglass — Astndogy) 
was br**d in Ireland, and that Friar Rock, although 
bred in America, is of purely English lineage, be- 
ing bj' Ro«k Sami — Fairy Gold, by Bend Or. l*l:in- 
dit, a winner of the Kentucky I)<*rby, is by the 
American stallion lliinyar. but bis (Plaudit’s) dam 
Cinderella, was an imimrted English mare, bred 
by Sir Wra. Tliroekinorton, and by Bine Ruin or 
Ttunaliawk (the latter for certain) — Manna, by 
Brown Jtreail. Cinderella, bj’ tlje wa.v, in her 
juvenile days, was sadd at Tattersall’s to an Ameri- 
«'aii buyiT for sometbiiig like tw»‘nty-oiie giiine.as 
and she proved a rare bargain, prodm iiig not only 
IM.'iudit, but also Hastings, Initli good rae<‘ horses 
and Ktallioiis. 

A Record Futurity Entry. 

J. E. Madden for years past has animally entered 
n number of his must promising yearlings in <»nr 
Derby and Oaks, and Ogden’s stni. Sir Martin, wouhl 
probably have won Minoru’s Derby in 1909 but for 
a fall ill the race. At Hamburg Place be has 2.(NKI 
acres of blue grass devoted to tliorouglibreds, trot 
tors, and <-attle. ami his raeeliorses are mainly 
tr.-iiiiod on Cliureliill Downs, where he won the Ken- 
tucky Derby with Plaudit. Every item in eoiineetion 
with their training <omes under his own eye. and 
lie himself looks after the preparation of his liorses. 
of whom .some fifty are annually detailed to race 
on the Eastern tracks in the Futurity and other 
big events. Mr. Madden will hardly look at a brood 
mare unless she is well bred and has been tested 
on the racecourse. He himself in his youthful d.ays 
was a suct'essfiil riiiiiier and a skillful boxer, ami 
1 h> has a magnifieenU.v fitted gymnasium at Ham- 
burg Place, and although lie is well over fifty he 
k€>ep8 himself fitter than most men twenty years 
Ills junior. Big though his entry is for this sea- 
tion’s “Futurity” (which years ago fell to the 
share of Ogden), Mr. Madden has lieaten that record 
ill that of 1919, having nominated 191 mares, forty 
of which were mateil with Ogd«*ii and thirty-nine 
with Star Shoot. — Loudon Siwrtsman. 

MANY ENTRIES FOB MARYLAND HUNT CUP. 



Baltimore Md., April 23. — From the entries re- 
ceived it looks as if the field that will go to the 
IKist in the Maryland Hunt Cup, the Point -to -Point 
Steeplechase, which will be run on the estate of 
G Bernard Fenwick at Glyndon, Md., next Satur- 
day will be larger than in 1916 or 1915, each of 
those years bringing out a dozen starters.

A jinx came Murphy’s w’ay last week, 
when Mr. Lewisohn’s good gelding Benevolent, 
son of Benvenuto — Linton Lily, struck his 
off hind leg while working, and pulled np exceed- 
ingly lame. Prior to this accident Benevolent was 
one of the most forward of the I.ewisohn bainl and 
it looked as if he would be able to give a good ac- 
count of liimself at tlie oiMUiing meeting. Now', 
however, this is excee<l!ngly doubtful. Trainer Mur- 
phy had expiH'ted to move over to the Jamaica track 
this week, but will not make a change in training 
quarters now until the injured horse is more as 
himself. 

There are three others in the Murphy stable, 
however, which look alsnit ready for the races.
